Mr. Calkins is one of the recognized 


authorities in tliia industry in California, 
ami his suggestions will be of great 
practical value lo persons planting out 
orchards. 


The excellent growth made by ex- 


perimental trees in Fresno and the 
heavy fruitage of the trees indicates 
that this will soon develop into one of 
tho characteristic industries of Fresno 
county. Mr. Calkins says: 


OHvu trees may he transplanted suc- 


cessfully from tlio, nursery to the or- 
chard at one year of age, when they arc 
from one to two feet high, though the\ 
require more careful handling than old- 
er trees. Two-year-old trees usually nil 
from three to live feet high, and arc 
generally preferred by planters to year- 
lings, us they withstand exposure at 
the time of planting better, and require 
less nursing in orchard the first year.

Although olive trcea are very tena- 


cious of life when once established in 
the ground, they require the utmost 
care in transplanting, especially year- 
lings, and should be carefully protected 
from the sun and wind, both tops and 
roots, from the Lime they arc taken ur 
till they are 
planted ;" the ground 


should be well settled about their roots 
during the operation of planting, which 
is best done by means of water; it is es- 
sential that the ground about their 
roots should he quite moist for the lirst 
few weeks after setting them. 


If the rains do not supply suflicicnt 


noisture, they should he watered. It is 
not uncommon for the leaves to drop off 
after they are planted, or even before, 
but the trees will come out again in leaf 
nnd thrive if the vitality of tho roots 
has not been destrojied by undue ex- 
posure. The trees should bo firmly tied 
to strong stakes- well driven in the 
ground at the time of planting. 


This should be done while the trees 


are dormant, or nearly so; in general, 
they are in thie condition during De- 
cember, January, February nnd March, 
though Borne seasons tho growth does 
not cease during December and com- 
mences again in March in the southern 
part of the state. Jn some places whore 
the olive thrives tho ground freezes sev- 
eral inches deep; in such locations it 
would be well to defer planting till (he 
freeze ia over. 


The planting season may be prolonged 


for several weeks by taking up tho trees 
before they commence to grow, and 
"heeling them in" in a shady place, 
which will retard tho new growth. I 
have transplanted many trees thus 
treated as late as May with only trilling 
loss; but it should bo remembered by 
those who plant on nnirrigable lands 
that trees planted in winter get the ben- 
efit of more rainfall than those planted 
during the spring. 


The distance apart to plant olive trees 


so as to get the best results has been de- 
termined 
by Elwood Cooper. 
He 


planted an orchard in 1872, with trees 
twenty feet apart—108 to tho acre—and 
some fifteen years afterward he found it 
necessary to thin out, and removed 
every other diagonal row, the roriiaininc 
;rcca being about twenty-eight 
feet 


apart. If it is necessary to thin out 
gain 
he recommends the 
removal 


of every other row; the remaining trees 
will then be forty feet apart. As he still 
'avors this plan, after years of experi- 
ence, planters may safely follow his ex- 
ample. This appears to bo better than 
to plant tho trees further apart at first 
with some short-lived trncs or vines 


long them, as is sometimes recom- 


mended. The trees which are removed 
may bo reset into n now orchard, where 
Jioy will agnin come into profitable 


guilt was established.

service, to protect tho lives, limbs and 
property of the common people, and in 
every way to malte the railroad service 
as perfect and safe as possible. Yet 
with such a large number of employes, 
entailing a very largo expense-, the 
rales aro still very much lower in Prus- 
sia than in this country. That ia due to 
Iho fact that tho roada aro owned ami 
operated by tho government, and not, 
as hero, run by private capitalists sim- 
ply for the purpose of squco/int,' lie mnnv 
millions of dollars out of tho people as 
possible. 


Hero tho object Is to employ as few 


men as possible, and thus, ami other- 
wise, run the roads upon a "cheap 
John scale, but to charge all that the 
tralliccan bcar; and often more, and as 
those monopolists often any: "*" 
'he people, wo — 
niiko money." 


In Prussia 1 he very opposite is the 


rule, namely : Hive as many mon em- 
ployment as conveniently can bo em- 
ployed, make tho roads na safe and dur- 
iblo as possible, irrespective of 
ex- 


icnses, and charge as low rates as is 
compatible with the possible mainten- 
ance and operation of the roads in tho 
interest of laboring men and that of all 
classes. 


If our government owned nnd operated 


tho railroads the results would logically 
bo the same in this country as in Ger- 
many, Prussia, Norway or iii o her coun- 
tries having govorineiital roads. The 
thousands of millions of dollars now 
making up the enormous profits of our 
millionaires would, as in those coun- 
tries, remain in the hands of tho people • 
the millions of acres of land now owned 
by railroad magnates would also have 
remained the property of the common 
people.

Ho was accepted as a suitor, it being 
agreed the marriage should take place 
when she arrived of age.

"So matters went on until Auguet of 


this year," said Miss Buarden. "Then 
Maud and an elder sister went to San 
Jose for a vacation. They wuro met in 
San Francisco by Van Doren, and by ac- 
companied them to San Jose, and was 
with Maud constantly. The girls re- 
turned home to Fresno. In. a few days 
Van Doren followed them. Then began 
the peculiar actions and conduct of van 
Doren, which have led up to the present 
trouble. 


"For about four days Van Doren was 


continually alluding to curtain things, 
making mysterious suggestions and in- 
sinuations. He would say, for instance, 
to mother, an old lady of 51, 'There ia 
great trouble coming, but T will protect 
Vour family ;' und upon an explanation 
beinfr demanded, would laugh and say, 
'My newspaper training makes me very 
secretive, and I cannot tell you now, but

ou need not be alarmed, and you can 
cpend on it that your girls are not con- 
nected with il.' 


"It continued until the family became 


so nervous over his conduct that mother 
demanded of Van Doren an explanation, 
saying, 'If what you have concerns any 
member of my family, I have the right 
to know it, and 3 demand that you tell 
me.' 


"Whereupon Van Dorcn laughed and 


said, 'You can Iind out- nothing from 
me.' Then Mrs. Bcarden waid, 'I will 
go down town to see Judge Graham. lie 
Knows about this and 1 will make him 
tell me,1 And mother and I went down 
town, but were unable to got any satis- 
faction, an Jndgw Grul ia in denied know- 
ing any of thesu facts, only Van Doren 
requested to meet Blasingame in Judge 
Graham'Hoilicu. 


"When we returned homo Van Doren

me say that the father, mother 


and Miss Lou all admitted the commis- 
sion of the crime.
